Allende urges 
‘State of siege’ 
after Chilean 
revolt quelled 


SANTIAGO (Reuter). Chile's 
leftwing President Salvador Allen- 
de yesterday asked Congress to au- 
thorize a 90-day state of seige in 
the country after Friday's abortive 
revolt by a tank unit. 

The President had said after the 
collapse of the revolt that he would 
‘be asking for a six-month state of 
selge — a milder form of martial! 
law, 

According to the latest count, 
13 people, including seven soldiers, 
were killed and more than 20 
wounded after a two-hour gu- 
batithe between police and loyalist 
troops, and the rebel soldiers, who 
used tanks and armoured cars to 
shell the presidential palace. 

About 200,000 supporters of Dr. 
Allende, who has been in power for 
32 months, poured into the city cen- 
tre after the shooting in a mass dis- 
Play of allegiance to his coalition 
government. ᾿ 

The President spoke to the crowds 
from the shell-shattered palace. 


A state of emergency, declared in 
Santiago Province on Wednesday. 
has been extended to all Chile's 25 
Provinces. Sandago Province was 
Placed under military control after 
what the government said was an 
attempt to assassinate Army Com- 
mander-In-Chiez Gen. Carlos Prats.

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Running the Maccabia 
for forty years

Jerusalem Post Sports Reporter 
TEL AVEV. — 
7ITH almost 2,000 aoe 
scheduled to take part in the 
Ninth Matccabia Games here, Ye- 
hoshua ‘Alout, Director of the first 
five games and the only person 
who has been actively engaged in 
the running’ of every Maccabla to 
date, recalled the problems involved 
im setting up and running the first

Yosef Yelutiell, a leading member 
of Maccabi in Palestine, won ap- 
Proval to hold the first Tel ‘Aviv 
Games at the 1929 congress of the 
Maccabi World Union in Czechoslo- 
vakia. Mr. Alouf recounts that when 
the practical details were discuss- 
ed in 1981, the powerful German de- 
legatlon demanded that the plan- 
ning should be done trom Berlin. 
However, they were overruled and 
Mr. Alou€ was appointed director. 
The event was scheduled to begin 
three days after Purim. 

‘The main problems were finding 
funds and building a special sports 
stadium io Tel Aviv, which then 
had a population of some 50,000. 
After a Maccabi emissary, Dr. 
Alexander Rosenfeld, collected the 
then princely sum of $2,000 In the 
US., it was declded to put the 
YVishuv’s first stadivm on the sand 
dunes in north Tel Aviv, near what 
dg now the Reading power station. 
With Jerusalem architect Shlomo 
wvArezt In charge, building was com- 
Pieted in a month — mainly by 
volunteer labour — on the eve of 
the games. 

Mr Adouf tells how on Purim

The marcherg included the 300 com- 
petitors from 17 countries, 2,000 
gymnasts (50 of them from abroad) 
and several hundred overseas sup- 
porters. 

‘Apart from the big’ con! 
from Eastern and Central Nuropear 
countries — Bulgaria sent the larg- 
est team of all — there were parti- 
clparts from Egypt, Lebanon and 
Libya. There were contests in 10 
Sports, including hockey. With no 
pools, the swimming competition 
took place Im the sea. Guest sports- 
men inchided three diving cham- 
pions from Wgypt, all af them 
Moslems. 

The Second Games in 1935 were 
ynown as the “Allya Maccabiah” 
because a large number of sports- 
men from Europe remained and 
thus escaped the devtruction of their 
Jewlsh communities ‘by the Nazis 
8 few years later. A pleasant sur 
prise was the last-minute appear- 
ance of a 200-strong German team, 
the biggest at the meet. (It was 
headed by Dr. Robert Atlasz, who 
todk over from Yehoshua Alouf and 
was Director of the Sixth, Seventh 
and Eighth Maccabla Games.) 

The outbreak of the Arab Riots, 
Worki War i and the events lead- 
ing to the War of Independence, 
forced the postponement of the 
Third Maccabia from 1938 until 1950.

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WAY TO PEACE 


QFFICIAL welations with Bri- 

tain have ‘heen tenuoug re- 
cently, with a noticeable British 
tendency to disengagement. 
There is obviously ea “special” 
relationship with Britain 
though lit is, fortunately, 2 world 
removed from the “special” re- 
lationship with Germany that 
was 80 much discussed during 
the recent visit of Chancellor 
Brandt. The relationship wil be 
discussed again during the visit 
of Lord Balniel, Britain's deputy 
Foreign Minister. 

It was in Britain that the 
Balfour Declaration was born, 
to create a framework for the 
Jewish National Home; Britain 
was the Mandatory power that 
administered the areas that are 
now Israel and Jordan, and 
turned in its mandate when the 
U.N. voted for the establishment 
of independent Jewish and Arab 
states in the area. 

Some contemporary British 
spokesmen have felt that Bri- 
tain has a continuing debt ‘to 
the Arabs for having furthered 
the process of Zionist settle- 
ment here, forgetting that what 
would seem unwarranted ‘mter- 
vention in the affairs of others 
today was politically normal for 
a major power im the closing 
years of World War L 

Other British representatives 
have reacted on occasion as 
though Tsrael were on probation, 
or were required to observe 
some difierent, higher code in 
international relations, 

It was also the British re- 
presentative to the U.N. who 
wes the main author of Rezolu- 
tion 242, notable chiefly for the 
fact that it was so worded as 
to be open to widely differing 


interpretations and thus capable 
of acceptance by all sides. In- 


deed, this may be its chief 
merit, for it speaks of peace and 
of withdrawals without defining 
either term. Israel welcomed the 
fact ‘that someone should speak 
of the need for peace. The Arab 
states saw mainly the para- 
graphs speaking of Israel with- 
drawal from occupied territories, 
and welcomed them. 

Almost six years have passed 
since then and now, for the first 
time, there has been some 
evidence from Arab countries, 
and from individual Arab spokes- 
men, that there is some realism, 
some realization that Israel has 
not ‘been preserved through 2 


the more favourable, or less un- 
favourable, it will be for the 
Palestinians and for the Arab 
states immediately involved, and 
for the Arab world at large.

Turn to Arabs 
“At the end of 1949, the Soviets 


began showing interest in the Arab 
states, but the response was very 
weak. ‘Not until 1963, when the new 


Arab states play a central role. The 
Soviets decided to pay for the ap- 
peavemment of Areb opinion at the 
expense of relations with Israel, and 
in January 1954 used their right of 
veto in the Security Counci! for the 
first time in a matter connected 
with this area. It should be noted 
that in the entire period 1949-1953. 
the U.S.S.R. had abstained from 
every U.N. vote which touched on 
the Israel-Arab conflict. 

Soviet rejations with the Arab 
states, especially Egypt, found ex- 
pression early In 1954, when an 
Egyptian “economic delegation, 
headed by the Deputy Minister for 
War, visited the U.S.S.R., and was 
followed by the famous Czech- 
Egyptian arms deal. 

Thus the U.8.S.R.’s relations with 
Israel during the 1940's and early 
1950's were shaped by global inter- 
Power considerationg and were ποῖ 
influenced by any act or omfssion 
on the part of Israel. However, the 
abrupt change in Soviet attitude 
in the early 1950's was caused main- 
ly by the Russian government's 
fear that the Jewish nationalist re- 
awakening following the State of 
Isreel's establishment would spread 
to other national groups withln the 
U.8.S.R.
